Tho miners generally condemn the vio- 


lence which has been, done, but look teni- 
eut'y upon the movements taken to induce 
the men at work to stop. They contend 
that nobody would have been hurt if 
force had not been used by the black- 
legs and employes of tha companies 
The men engaged in the business of stop- 
ping the mine* g»ye evidence of perfect 
organization. While congregated at tha

they entered into no discussions with out- 
siders and made no threats. All the talk- 
ing, was done by one appoint«d for tha 
purpose, and he was extremely guarded in 
bis expressions, sticking to the point that 
tho men they were after had no business 
to work while their betters were idle, »nd 
it wag the intention to prevent them if 
possible* A review of their proceedings 
may not be uninteresting. Before day- 
light yesterday morning a body of miners 
astmbled at the old Pawnee mine, and 
'nude their arrangements 
to visit the 


works ou this side of the river. They first • 
put m an appearance at the mine of Gard- 
ner, Divis & Co., a small aftair, produc- 
ing some thirty or forty tons a day. Tho 
mine had been worked for the retail trade, 
but the proprietors finding it advantage- 
ous to thip their coal, were making a good 
thing out o< the present Sca'd-lock. After 
a parley it was agreed that ihe mine should 
be worked only for the retail trade, the 
owners promising they would not ship 
coal until the trouble was ended. Thu 
men employed went to work again this 
morning. 


Considerably augmented in nnmber?, 


the party next proceeded to Connell's 
mine, and the men working there were 
induced to stop work, thera being no acts 
of violence committed. The next object- 
ive point was the mine owned by and 
worked for the Lackawanna Coal and 
Iron Company. The coal -was used for 
the blast turnace and rolling mill of the 
company here. A discussion was carried 
on by the president of the company and 
the spokesman of the invading party. The 
talk lasted nearly an honr, and ended by 
the men in the mines being obliged to 
come out. It was at that spot that the 
Mayor read the Riot act, but the works 
were ptopped. Should tlu> men'remain out 
some five hundred men employed by the 
company will be added to the list of 
idlers. 


Aitor accomplishing their object at the 


mines of the iron company, the band pro- 
oeeded in turn to the mines of Filer, Marsh

Connecticut Election. 


HAKTFOHD, April 11. 


The Board of Canvassers met to-day and 


postponed the canvass for Governor, State 
officers and members of Congress till the 
-1st. Unofficial certificates were issued 
to Congressmen elect, Strong, Starkweath- 
er and Barnum, bnt owing to the close 
vote in the Ssooud District none waa 
given to Kellogg. Kendriok appeared by 
counsel and claimed that the Board of 
Canvassers ii final judge of election and 
asked that tk* voUs for him, put into a 
strong box in New Haven and elsewhere, 
be counted for him. The hearing of this 
•d additional batteries and otherwise question wai poetponsd till the 83d. 


had stopped here there would have been 
no occasion for a lengthy debate, but iu 
addition to these amendments there were 
other amendments covering almost all the 
defeated appropriations of last session. 
The projects of some of them wore corrupt 
and some were simply extravagant and 
profligate, which bad been strangled at 
the last session.

An- 
other proposition was for reprinting the 
national currency, bnt as tbe House, at 
last session, had laid on the table the bill 
for that purpose, the committee recom- 
mended no concurrence. 


Cox addressed the House in condemna- 


tion of all deficiency bills. Deficiency 
bills were proofs of uuthrift, and they 
were frauds oa the people. Frugality re- 
quired neither a large surplus nor de- 
ficiency. The war legislation has led 
Congress into extravagance. Let the sur- 
plus remain in the peoples' pockets, and 
not for Treasury leeches to suck at. He 
was opposed to paying off the debt in such 
a hurry. They should recruit their ener- 
gies, and thus the national credit will be 
preserved best He was for revenue tariff 
only. It was bad enough to pay revenue 
for heavy outlays, but it was worse when 
its burdens were badly distributed. He 
referred to the tea and coffee repeal, and 
demagogue attempts to abolish the inter- 
nal revenue system in order to raise more 
means, by insidious and legalized robber- 
ies and protective tariff. 


Beck explained the necessity of some 


items of the bill. He condemned the ex- 
travagant action of the Senate in increas- 
ing the amount from $50,000 to $150,000, 
bnt there were two items not alluded to 
by Diwes which he wished to call atten- 
tion to. The first was an item of $2,30,. 
000 to code to five bands of Indians. He 
did not know how the House could get 
clear of that appropriation without dan- 
ger of an Indian war. Another was an 
item of $200,000 for life saving stations on 
tha New Jersey and Long Island coasts, 
and the House could not get clear of that 


Brooks, of New York, remarked that 


the Goverment was now raisins; a surplus 
revenue of one million beyond what was 
necessary for the expenses of the Govern- 
ment, and that the natural result was to 
tempt the House.oonntry and lobby to de- 
mand erronions appropriations.

Railroad Train Burned.

AN OPBKA HODSE FOR OIL CITY.—Mr. 


E. M. Hukill and others have perfected 
arrangements 
for building a mammoth 


brick block at Oil City during the present 
season, and Mr. Von Ulrich, architect, of 
this city, is now executing plans for the 
same. The dimensions of the building 
will be 85 by 120 feet, and 45 feet high. 
It will comprise an opera honae, with a 
seating capacity for abont 1,000 persons, 
and the remaining portion of the building 
will be divided into stores, banking house 
and post office. 
The cost of the structure 


will be about $70,000. 


BAPTIST CHURCH TOWER.—At the busi-

through it, sufficient vapor was taken up 
and held in suspension to make tho combi-

highly luminous when burned. 


Thisi plan -worked very well in a-small 
way'and in moderate temperatures. When 
however it was brought to the test, and 
practically attempted on a largo scale, it 
signally failed.. T£e reason for this lay in 
the fact that it was not a gas properly so 
called, but simply a vapor, which would 
condanse at low temperatures. 
' After tb'e mechanical devices for bring- 
ing th'e air into immediate contact with 
the gasoline had been simplified, and 
brought to a wonderful degree of perfec- 
tion, the next step was to bring into requi- 
sition the services of practical chemists to 
overcome, if -possible, the condensing dif- 
ficulty, j The subject was even by them so 
imperfectly understood, and so much be- 
yond their ordinary routine of invest'ga- 
tion, that many of the learned professors 
so far encouraged the gasoline manm as to 
lend their names to a process for bringing 
off this vapor at vory low temperatures,

The reason why a vapor will condense, 


amd a fixed gas will not, is that in vapors 
the caloric is retained with but littlo force, 
whereas uTfixed or permanent gasns it is 
retained TO forcibly that the most intense 
cold and preSMiro '.\ ill fail to abstract it. 


Hydro-carbons may be divided into 


three classes. The first whore theequiva- 
ents of carbon exceed those of the hydro- 
gen. 
In this caas they are either solid or 


iquid, and when vaporized will condense. 


Second. Where the equivalents of cir- 


>on and hydrogen aro equal, this is called 
olifiant ga3, and is gaseou?, but may be 
ondcnied with intense cold and pressure. 


In the third, the equivalents of hydro- 


gen exceed those of the carbon, and they 
are altogether' incondensable. It is tho 
third class, therefore, which embraces tho 
requisite properties for a safe illuminating 
ras, and it is the one which wai now- 
sought after. 


Ordinary ben/ine consists ol carbon 80 


aud hydrogen 14 parts. They had, there- 
tore, either to get rid of a largo amount of 
carbon, or to supply more hydrogen from 
some source, before the gas would be per- 
manent.
